The prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest an integrated circuit having 
specific structural limitations such as a logic circuit (1 in instant Fig. 5) developing first and 
second input signals (IT, EB) complementary to each other, wherein the logic circuit includes a 
first pull-up N-channel MISFET (11) used for pull-up of the first input signal, and a second pull- 
up N-channel MISFET (13) used for pull-up of the second input signal; and a differential output 
circuit including a first input (21) receiving the first input signal; a second input (22) receiving 
the second input signal; and being configured in combination with the rest of the limitations of 
the base claims and any intervening claims.
